The Frederick County Disaster 
Committee has recommended 
that two more programs for 
emergency aid to farmers be 
put into effect. 

Requested were reduced 
frieght rates on hay and the 
livestock feed program. 

In prior years the hay import 
program has operated by hav- 
ing railroads give reduced 
freight rates on hay and the 
from specified points. However, 
many farmers have charged 
that the saving in freight rates 
was not passed on to them but 
was absorbed in higher prices 
for -the hay. > , 


In the Livestock feed program, 
corn owned by the Commodity 
Credit Corporation is offered at 
low prices to farmers who qual- 
ify- Last year farmers could get 
corn under this program for ap- 
proximately $1.07 per bushel. 

The recommendation must be 
approved by the State Disaster 
Committee, Gov. Tawes, and the 
USDA before the programs can 
be put into effect. 

All Factors 

“The committee’s action was 
based not only on conditions 
caused by the drought,” said 
Kenneth E. Shifflet of the Ex- 
tension Service.

“It was reported to the com- . 
mittee that the com crop this < 
year will not be over 60 per 
cent of normal yield: due to , 
drought conditions this spring, 
although the rains of the past 
few weeks have: helped consid- 
erably.’’ I
